National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 





The National Highway Traffic Safety Administration regulates “motor vehicles” and “motor 
vehicle equipment” at the time of importation into the United States. 


“Motor Vehicle” means a vehicle driven or drawn by mechanical power and manufactured 
primarily for use on public streets, roads, and highways, but does not include a vehicle 
operated only on a rail line. “Motor Vehicle Equipment” is defined as-- 


(A) any system, part, or component of a motor vehicle as originally manufactured; 


(B) any similar part or component manufactured or sold for replacement or improvement of 
a system, part, or component, or as an accessory or addition to a motor vehicle; or 


(C) any device or an article of apparel (except medicine or eyeglasses prescribed by a 
licensed practitioner) that is not a system, part, or component of a motor vehicle and is 
manufactured, sold, delivered, offered, or intended to be used only to safeguard motor vehicles 
and highway users against risk of accident, injury, or death. 


When importing these commodities, the importer must file the NHTSA HS-7 Declaration form 
as part of the data elements submitted to U.S. Customs and Border Protection, which provide 
the lawful basis for the commodities’ importation.
